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HI. EXPLANATION OF WHY CONTESTED CHARGE IS IN ERROR 

An Office Action marked "Final" by the Examiner was mailed on May 5, 2004. On 
August 4, 2004 a Response to the Office Action was filed, and received by the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office (the Office) on August 10, 2004 as evidenced by the return postcard attached 
hereto. On October 27, 2004 an interview was conducted with the Examiner regarding the status 
of the application during which the Examiner stated that the file was delayed in the imaging 
department. On November 2, 2004 an Advisory Action was mailed. On November 5, 2004 an 
Request for Continued Examination and a Petition for Extension of Time of three months was 
filed, along with the required fees. 

It is respectfully submitted that if not for the delay of the Patent Office, the fee for the 
Third Month Extension of Time of $550.00 would not have been incurred by the applicant. 

Since the Response to the "Final" Office Action was received at the Office on August 10, 
2004, an Office Communication should have been issued by September 10, 2004. The delay of 
more than one month, i.e. September 10, 2004 to October 27, 2004, was directly caused by the 
Office, and in turn caused the Applicant to incur the costs associated with the third month 
extension of time, namely $550.00. 

Due to the delay of the issuance of the Advisory Action by the U.S. Patent and Trademark
